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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Election/Restriction filed on 1/30/08 has been entered. However, Examiner would 
like to correct the Election/Restriction. This is a Supplemental Election/Restriction replace for previous 
action mailed on 12/27/07. Please see below. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-6, drawn to an apparatus for imparting motion, classified in class 74, subclass 
606R. 

II. Claims 7-34, drawn to a transmission apparatus for imparting linear, rotary or combined 
liner and rotary motion, classified in class 74, subclass 609. 

III. Claims 35-50, drawn to an apparatus for maneuvering of flexible catheter, classified in 
class 604, subclass 108. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope and are not obvious 
variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is separately usable. In the instant case. 
Claim 1 is evidence claims showing that the subcombination I does not need a first and second gear or 
linear drive for imparting motion. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Inventions I and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope and are not obvious 
variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is separately usable. In the instant case, 
subcombination I does not need a control nor monitoring unit nor catheter manipulating device. See 
MPEP § 806.05(d). 
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Inventions 1! and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope and are not obvious 
variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is separately usable. In the instant case, 
subcombination II has separate utility such as a transmission apparatus does not need a catheter nor 
control and monitoring unit nor catheter manipulating device. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

The examiner has required restriction between subcombinations usable together. Where 
applicant elects a subcombination and claims thereto are subsequently found allowable, any claim(s) 
depending from or otherwise requiring all the limitations of the allowable subcombination will be examined 
for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104. See MPEP § 821.04(a). Applicant is advised that if 
any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the 
limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may be subject to provisional 
statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application.

If elects Species 1, the claims directed to the following another sub-species: 

a. Claim 16: the elongated device is a medical device 

b. Claim 17: the elongated device is a guide wire 

c. Claim 18: the elongated device is a catheter. 
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If elects Species 2, the claims directed to the following another sub-species: 

a. Claim 30: the elongated device is a medical device 

b. Claim 31: the elongated device is a guide wire 

c. Claim 32: the elongated device is a catheter 

The species are independent or distinct because claims to the different species recite the 
mutually exclusive characteristics of such species. In addition, these species are not obvious variants of 
each other based on the current record. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on 
the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. 
Currently, no claim is generic. 

There is an examination and search burden for these patentably distinct species due to their 
mutually exclusive characteristics. The species require a different field of search (e.g., searching different 
classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different search queries); and/or the prior art 
applicable to one species would not likely be applicable to another species; and/or the species are likely 
to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 101 and/or 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph.
